Amendments : 

Cincinnati ,  Columbus ,  and  Dayton-Springfield  (April  1).  The  amendments  provide  for  modifica¬ 
tion  of  the  provisions  of  the  fall  production  incentive  plans  in  the  three  orders  to  make 
them  identical.  The  rates  of  withholding  from  the  uniform  price  in  the  four  spring  months, 
April  through  July,  and  also  the  percentages  of  "pay-back"  to  be  added  to  the  uniform  prices 
in  the  four  fall  months,  September  through  December,  are  the  same. 

Indianapolis  (April  1).  The  amendment  lowers,  for  a  distributing  plant,  the  pooling  require¬ 
ments  of  Class  I  route  distribution  in  the  marketing  area,  from  50  percent  of  all  Grade  A 
milk  receipts  at  the  pool  plant  to  50  percent  of  receipts  from  producers  and  supply  plants. 

North  Central  Ohio  (April  1).  Amendment  deletes  the  "eligible-ineligible"  quota  plan  for  pay¬ 
ing  producers  from  the  order.  Action  also  provides  for  conforming  changes  in  the  mechanics 
of  computing  the  uniform  price. 

Termination : 

Eastern  Colorado  (April  17).  Termination  order  permits  packaged  fluid  milk  products  received 
from  a  Colorado  Springs-Pueblo  pool  plant  and  distributed  by  an  Eastern  Colorado  order  han¬ 
dler  to  be  deducted  from  Class  I  if  such  products  were  classified  as  Class  I  at  the  Colorado 
Springs-Pueblo  pool  plant. 
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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS

Class  I  Sales.  Total  Class  I  sales  (Gross  Class  I),  in-and-out  of  defined  marketing  areas,  by  handlers 
regulated  under  76  Federal  milk  orders  v?ere  2.6  billion  pounds  in  April,  2.8  percent  above  such  sales  a 
year  ago.  Gross  Class  I  sales  increased  in  55  markets  and  decreased  in  21  markets.  (See  table  4). 

Producer  deliveries.  Deliveries  by  155,943  producers  to  handlers  in  76  markets  totaled  4.5  billion 
pounds,  an  increase  of  2.3  percent.  Number  of  producers,  average  daily  deliveries  per  producer,  and  the 
average  butterfat  percentage  of  milk  deliveries,  by  markets,  are  shown  on  table  3. 

Producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  totaled  2.6 
billion  pounds,  an  increase  of  3.2  percent  over  Class  I  use  in  April  1963.  The  average  utilization  per¬ 
centage  for  the  76  markets  was  57  percent,  unchanged  from  last  year.  Utilization  percentages  were  up  in 
34  markets,  unchanged  in  seven  markets,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  35  markets. 

Minimum  prices.  The  weighted  average  minimum  Class  I  price  paid  by  handlers  in  the  76  markets  for  3.5 
percent  milk  was  $4.60  per  hundredweight,  eight  cents  higher  than  the  $4.52  per  hundredweight  price 
in  April  1963.  Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  April  were  higher  in  67  markets,  unchanged  in  seven  markets, 
and  lower  in  the  remaining  two  markets. 

The  weighted  average  minimum  blend  price  paid  to  producers  in  the  76  markets  for  3.5  percent  milk  was 
$3.93  per  hundredweight,  six  cents  higher  than  the  April  1963  blend  price  of  $3.87.  Minimum  blend 
prices  to  producers  were  higher  in  58  markets,  unchanged  in  two  markets,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  16 
markets.  Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  their  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets,  are 
reported  on  table  1. 

Whole  milk  sales.  Total  in-area  sales  of  whole  milk  in  April  for  76  marketing  areas  are  estimated  to  be 
about  1.8  billion  pounds,  1.4  percent  above  such  sales  in  April  of  last  year.  Complete  March  in-area 
sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings  (whole  milk,  skim  milk 
items,  mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6.

Minimum  prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  for  the  January-April  period  for  the  76  markets  was 
$4.81  per  hundredweight,  ten  cents  higher  than  the  $4.71  price  in  1963.  The  1964  weighted  average 
blend  price  was  $4.15,  nine  cents  higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $4.06  reported  for  this  period  in  1963 
(See  table  2). 

Producer  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5.  In  the  first  four  months  of  this  year,  compared  to  the  same 
period  in  1963,  producer  receipts  for  the  76  markets  were  up  2.6  percent,  and  receipts  used  in  Class  I 
were  up  2.9  percent.  Data  for  the  76  markets  and  for  all  markets  are  summarized  below.
